1.  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Provincial  Small  Cause  Courts  (Suits  Validation)  Short  title.

2.  In  this  Act,  unless  there  is  anything  repugnant  in  the  subject  or  oontext,—  Definitions. 

* (2)  “ principal  Act  ” mean*  the  Provincial  Small  Cause  Courts  Aot,  1887, 

as  amended  in  its  application  to  the  State  of  Bombay ; 

(2)  " Small  Cause  Court  ” means  a Court  of, Small  Causes  established  under  the 
principal  Act ; 

(5)  “ special  jurisdiction  suit means  a suit  of  civil  nature,  the  value  of  which 
exceeds  Rs.  1,000  but  does  Hot  exceed  Rs.  2,000 ; 

(4)  “ oToceedings  ” includes  proceedings  in  execution  of  decrees  or  orders  passed 
in  special  jurisdiction  suits  or  jn  applications  for  revision  of  the  said  decrees  or 

orders, 

3.  11)  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  sub-section  (3)  of  section  15  of  V.U<fct|<» of 
the  principal  Act,  all  special  jurisdiction  suits  the  cognpance  of  which  was  aken  pI(Mwedln|p,(* 
ftfter-the  commencement  of  the  Provincial  Small  Cause  Courts  (Bombay  Amend- ate. 
ment)  Act,  1950,  but  before  the  25th  day  of  February  1965  by  the  Small  Cause 

Xmrts  shall  be  deemed,  and  always  to  have  been  deemed  to  be  taken  co^izance 
of  tried  or  disposed  of,  validly  and  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  on  , he  date  on 
which,  the  cognizance  of  such  suits  was  taken,  no  order  was  made  by  the  State 
Government  directing  that  such  suits  shall  be  taken  cognizance  of  by  such  Courts. 

AU  proceedings  held,  and  judgments,  decrees  or  orders  ^ssed,  m such  suite 
shallnot  be  deemed  to  be  invalid  only  on  the  ground  that  on  the  said  date  the  State 
Government  had  not  made  such  order. 

(2)  Nothing  contained  in  sub-section  (2)  shall  affect  any  judgment,  decree  or 
order  declaring  before  the  25th  day  of  February  1955  that  such  Courts  were
